I am pleased to present my third annual report as — 
superintendent of the schools of Wentworth.

The figures in the tables above largely explain 
themselves. It is gratifying to note that the number 
of cases of tardiness was 129 less than that of the 
year 1927-1928. Will not all the parents cooperate to 
bring about a further reduction of tardy marks this 
year? the cost per pupil, $87.76, is a little higher than 
that of half the towns of the state. The consolidation 
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of some of our schools would undoubtedly reduce this 
cost, but with our present facilities this does not look 
practicable at this time. 

Since last year a number of needed repairs have 
been made. All the rooms have been repainted while 
the outside of the Atwell Hill building has also been 
painted. Some remodelling has added a new cloak room 
and more space to the rooms at the village. New jack- 
eted heaters in the village primary and Foster schools 
have proved to be a great improvement over the old 
box stoves. Through the public spirited efforts of 
the club in the village grammar room there has been in- 
stalled a new desk for the teacher. The district and 
the town in general are indebted to the Woman’s club 
for making possible the toxin, anti-toxin clinics. 

There are two more important things that we 
should like to see done, namely: the addition of chemi- 
cal toilets at the Foster and electric lights at the vil- 
lage schools. 

Comfortable, well equipped, and attractive build- 
ings are a great help to any school system, but of far 
greater importance are the knowledge and the acquisi- 
tion of habits and ideals which the children receive 
from their schools. I feel that with our trained and 
experienced corps of teachers there is much worth- 
while work being done this year. Health is being care- 
fully supervised by the school nurse, standard tests 
show many instances of good scholarship, the spending 
of their own earned club money for a teacher’s desk 
shows good citizenship, while the savings bank project 
at the Foster school is instilling habits of thrift. 

On behalf of the children may I express thanks to 
the citizens and tax payers whose generous financial 
support has made possible the improvements of the last 
few years.
